IN NORTHERN ITALY, Dec. 5, (As- 


sociated Press.)—Heavy fighting around 
Asiago has developed rapidly, The en- 
emy assaults began with intense artil- 
lery preparation, followed by liquid gas 
and waves of infantry. . 

The fighting continued throughout 
yesterday and last night along the 
heights back of Asiago marked by the 
zone between the heights of Monte 
Sisemol and Monte Meletta. This line 
extends nearly ten miles. 

Attacks and counterattacks are going 
on, leaving the final outcome still open. 

Great forces of men and guns had 
been massed by the Austrians and Ger- 
mans in the Asiago section. The. re- 
ports indicate that the enemy is em- 
ploying ten divisions of troops. 

An exceptionally heavy artillery bom- 
bardment began from the enemy posi- 
tions around Asiago Monday night and 
lasted through the early hours yester- 
day. The canonade was of extreme vio- 
lence, the enemy using Reavy as well 
as middle calibre guns.

DEFENDS POPE'S LAST NOTE He 


Was Not Intended for Publtac: -tion, 
Gasparri Says—tLondon Pa- 
per Repeats Its Charges. 


Special Cable to THE New YORK TIMES. 
LONDON, Dec. 5.—Cardinal Gasparri, 
Papal Secretary of State, has transmitted 
to The Morning rost. through Cardinal 
Bourne, a denial of the charges it made 
in a, recent editorial with regard to the 
Vatican's attitude toward the Allies. 

Mer. Gasparri's disclaimer, which is 
addressed to Cardinal Bourne, -includes 
the following: 

It is nothing short of an atrocious 
calumny to assert, as has lately been 
done in the columns of The Morning 
Post, that the Vatican is implicated in 
the disruptive propaganda to which the 
recent Italian reverses have been at- 
tributed.’’ 

Cardinal Bourne, in giving this mes- 
sage to a representative of The Morning 
Post, whom he received, went over the 
Vatican’s defense as it was outlined in 
the official statement recently issued by 
Mer. Gasparri in Rome, pointing out the 
labors of the clergy to counteract the 
destructive propaganda which had begun 
to affect the morale of the Italian Army. 


As regards the effect of the Papal note- 
belligerent: powers upon the 
troops, he said:

It was after its publication that one 
of the greatest successes of. the Italian 
Army, the Bainsisza victory, was 
achieved, and as regards the note itself, 
which is said to have been designed 
to unsettle the soldiers and weaken their 
war spirit, Cardinal Gasparri repeats his 
declaration that the note was not ad- 
dressed to the peoples, but to the Gov- 
ernments of the belligerent nations, and 
that it was not intended for publication. 
Proof of this is that the 
Romano did not publish the note until 
it had become public property and was 
being discussed everywhere.” 

Mgr. Bourne added: 

»The Morning Post asserts that the 
Vatican ‘has furtively but actively 
espoused thé Austrian cause,’ and that 

the plea of neutrality no longer holds.’ 
In flat contradiction to such assertions 
Cardinal Gasparri affirms once more the 
full and correct néutrality of the Holy 
See. 

“From Central Europe complaints 
more than once have been heard that 
the Vatican is gazing excessively to- 
ward the west, and that the Papal pol- 
icy has been alternately controlled by a 
desire to regain its former position in 
France and by hopes of wider influ- 
ence in England and North America. 
Cardinal Gasparri in his communication 
to me declares that ‘if some nations 
seemed to be more favored than others 
by the note, these certainly were not 
Germany and Austria, but those of the 


Entente, particularly France and Bel- 

um; that the note was not due to the 
nfluence of any power or party,’ and 
that the peace it aimed at was not a 
German peace.

They listened with mn while a

sion of the scandals by threatening to 
subpoena any man or woman who spoke 
as of knowledge about past delinquen- 
cies.

WASHINGTON, Dec. 5.—To discour- 
age inflation and promote sound busi- 
ness conditions, the Federal Reserve 
Board has approved a general increase 
in discount rates of about one-half per 
cent. for most of the twelve Federal 
Reserve
